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PREFACE 

When natural vegetation and ecological systems are disturbed by human urbanization 
and industralization, animal life is threatened, leading to extinction in some cases. Museum 
collections and publications serve to provide a source of references and documentation of 
animal life in the past and present. The Zoologcal Reference Collection (ZRC) has such 
roles to play in facilitating the study of Southeast Asian fauna. Since the former Zoology 
Department inherited the invaluable “ Raffles Collection” from the National Museum in 
1972, publication of specimen catalogues has been an ongoing activity to document this 
important collection for zoological research of the region. 

We are grateful to the Japan Society for the Promotion of Science (JSPS) and the National 
University of Singapore (NUS) for support in this activity. Through the JSPS-NUS Scientific 
Cooperation Programme, Dr H Morioka, Ornithologist of the National Science Museum, 
Tokyo, was able to visit the ZRC and collaborate with the staff to produce this valuable 
catalogue. We greatly appreciate the expert assistance of Dr Morioka in this endeavour. 

Through this catalogue, comparison studies of Southeast Asian birds in the past and present 
can be made. I hope sceintists and students will use this catalogue and come to the ZRC to 
study its bird collection, which is one of the best in the world for Southeast Asian birds.

ABSTRACT. - The Zoological Reference Collection (ZRC) of the National University 
of Singapore, houses the zoological collections of the former Raffles Museum in Singapore. 
These collections form the bases for many zoological research on Southeast Asian fauna. 
There are about 30,000 bird study skins in the collection. The present catalogue, the first 
of five parts, lists 3,825 specimens of 342 species and subspecies and 32 families belonging 
to the avian orders Struthioniformes, Sphenisciformes, Podicipediformes, Procellariiformes, 
Pelecaniformes, Ciconiiformes, Anseriformes, Falconiformes, Galliformes, Gruiformes and 
Charadriiformes. Catalogue number, sex, locality data, name of collectors, date of collection, 
and remarks where available, are provided for each specimen.

INTRODUCTION 

The Zoological Reference Collection (ZRC) of the School of Biological Sciences, National 
University of Singapore houses the zoological reference specimens of the former Raffles 
Museum (renamed National Museum of Singapore in 1960). Also known as the “Raffles 
Collection”, it was donated to the University in 1972 when the National Museum gave up 
its natural history section to concentrate on the arts, history and ethnology (see Alfred, 1988; 
Liu, 1988; Sharma, 1988; Yang, 1988, 1990). Because of the leading role played by the 
Raffles Museum in the research of Southeast Asian zoology, the collection, thus, contains 
many invaluable reference material. 
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The bird collection, dating back to 1840, has gradually grown through acquisition of 
specimens from many collecting trips such as those conducted by Herbert Christopher 
Robinson, Cecil Boden Kloss, and Frederick Nutter Chasen. They led many expeditions 
from 1903 to 1940 in Southeast Asia, when they were serving as directors of the museums 
of the Straits Settlements and the Federated Malay States (i.e. Raffles Museum, Selangor 
Museum and Perak Museum). Of particular significance are their expeditions to Laos; South 
Annam and Cochin China (Vietnam and Cambodia); the Meklong and Nakhon Si Thammarat 
(Thailand); Korinchi Peak, Mount Leuser and the Mentawi Islands (Indonesia); Mount 
Kinabalu and Gunung Tahan (Malaysia); and Christmas Island and Cocos-Keeling Islands 
(Australia). 

Other valuable contributions include specimens from Sarawak by C. Hose, J. C. Moulton, 
Loke Wan Tho and Tom Harrisson; from Sumatra and Java by E. Jacobson, M. Boogaarts 
and H. J. V. Sody; from Thailand by C. J. Aargaard, J. C. Chambai, K. G. Gairdner and N. 
K. A. Kasorn; from Vietnam by J. Delacour; from the Philippines by M. Hachisuka. There 
is also a flycatcher collected from Malacca by Alfred R. Wallace. R. Hanitsch, W. L. Abbott, 
H. N. Ridley, E. Mjoberg, E. Seimund, N. Smedley, A. Hoogerwerf, P. M. deFontaine and 
V. W. Ryves are also among the many people who have contributed bird specimens to the 
collection. 

Some collections were acquired through collaborative research, donations from the public 
and purchases. The Raffles Museum also exchanged specimens with other institutions. These 
include the Sarawak Museum (Malaysia), the Museum Zoologicum Bogoriense (Indonesia), 
the Natural History Museum (United Kingdom), the American Museum of Natural History 
and the United States National Museum (United States), the Nationaal Natuurhistorisch 
Museum in Leiden (The Netherlands), and the Bombay Natural History Society (India). 
The largest and most important exchange was arranged in 1926 by H. C. Robinson, then 
director of the Federated Malay States Museums. He sent the bird and mammal collections 
of the Selangor Museum in exchange for the Raffles Museum’s insect collection (Kloss, 
1928; Gibson-Hill, 1949b). After 1970, some more specimens were donated to the collection 
by members of the public. Many of these being casualties of migrating birds. 

Some reference specimens, although cited as having been deposited in the Raffles 
Museum, cannot, at present, be traced in Singapore. In the past, the expatriate directors 
used to send holotypes and part of the collection to the Natural History Museum (then British 
Museum of Natural History) and other museums in Europe and in the United States. This 
was because they felt that specimens would be safer there than in a tropical climate, and the 
specimens would be more accessible to western scientists there than in Singapore. Gibson- 
Hill (1949a, 1949b) reported that some specimens, including some types, were lost during 
the war (1942-1945). It is also possible that some material could have been lost with Chasen 
when his ship sank while leaving Singapore for London in 1942. It appears that some of the 
display specimens went missing when the natural history section of the Singapore National 
Museum was transferred to the Singapore Science Centre (Tan, 1988), before it was donated 
to the University in 1972. 

There are presently some 30,000 bird study skins, some nests and eggs in the ZRC. These 
form the basis for Chasen’s (1935) A handlist of Malaysian birds and the many publications 
of H. C. Robinson, C. B. Kloss, F. N. Chasen, C. A. Gibson-Hill (see Banks, 1950; Kloss, 
1930; Kow-Tan & Tan, 1987; Tweedie, 1947), Medway & Wells (1976), Hails & Jarvis 
(1987), van Marie & Voous (1988), MacKinnon & Philipps (1995), and others. 
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The present publication is the first of a five-part catalogue of bird specimens housed in 
the ZRC. It lists a total of 3825 specimens belonging to 342 species and 32 families in the 
orders Struthioniformes, Sphenisciformes, Podicipediformes, Procellariiformes, 
Pelecaniformes, Ciconiiformes, Anseriformes, Falconiformes, Galliformes, Gruiformes and 
Charadriiformes. 

All available data from specimen labels were entered into the MUSE database system 
for data retrieval. Most data, where possible, were verified with literature, including annual 
reports of the Raffles Museum and the Federated Malay States Museums, museum registers, 
collectors’ field books and other available documents. Locality names were verified with 
various gazetteers, locality lists, and collecting itineraries published in ornithological literature. 
Official names approved in gazetteers published by the United States Board on Geographic 
Names for Indonesia (Anon, 1968; Garren et al., 1982); Malaysia, Singapore and Brunei 
(Anon, 1971), and Thailand (Anon, 1987) are referred to. Some places are, however, unable 
to be verified and hence spelt as they appear in the original labels.We also retain some old 
locality names which are frequently cited in publications, although they are presently known 
under other names in recent gazetteers (e.g. Bandon = Surat Thani, Raheng = Tak). A 
gazetteer of locality names will be compiled in the final part of this catalogue series. 

As many place names are not found on most of the recently available geographical maps, 
readers may refer to the literature cited in the references for certain localities, maps and 
collecting itineraries, . For Thailand, they may refer to Deignan (1945), Robinson & Kloss 
(1921); for Vietnam, Laos and Cambodia, to Delacour & Jabouille (1931), Robinson & Kloss 
(1919); for Malaysia, to Medway & Wells (1976), Smith (1931), Wyatt-Smith (1954); for 
Indonesia, to van Marie & Voous (1988), Gibson-Hill (1956), Oberholser (1917, 1919, 1932), 
Stresemann (1939), White & Bruce (1986); for The Philippines, to Dickinson et al. (1991), 
Hachisuka (1931); for New Guinea, to Mayr (1941); for Chistmas Island and Cocos-Keeling 
Islands, to Gibson-Hill (1947, 1950), and Anon (undated). For Southeast Asia in general, 
references may be made to Coolidge et al. (1940), Riley (1938), and Weitzel et al. (1988). 

The systematic arrangement of orders and families follows J. L. Peters’ 16-volume Check¬ 
list of Birds of the World (Mayr & Cottrell, 1979, 1986; Mayr & Greenway, 1960, 1962; 
Mayr & Paynter, 1964; Paynter, 1968, 1970, 1987; Peters, 1931-1951; Traylor, 1979) and 
Morony et al. (1975). Genera, species and subspecies are presented in alphabetical order. 
Scientific names have been updated according to recent taxonomic work, such as those used 
in checklists by Dickinson et al. (1991), van Marie & Voous (1988), White & Bruce (1986), 
and field guides by Lekagul & Round (1991), and MacKinnon & Philipps (1995). 


PRESENTATION OF CATALOGUE 

Under each species or subspecies, the specimens are listed according to the alphabetical 
sequence of country codes. Unless otherwise stated, all specimens listed are reference skins. 
A catalogue number is given for each specimen, ‘subsp.’ after a binomial name indicates 
that a subspecies is recognised, but not identified. ‘?’ denotes that the identification of the 
species or subspecies is provisional, or that the data are questionable. ‘—’ indicates that 
data are not available. Specimen data are arranged in table form under the following seven 
headings.

INTRODUCTION 

The Zoological Reference Collection (ZRC) of the School of Biological Sciences, National 
University of Singapore houses the zoological reference specimens of the former Raffles 
Museum (renamed National Museum of Singapore in 1960). Also known as the “Raffles 
Collection", it was donated to the University in 1972 when the National Museum gave up 
its natural history section to concentrate on the arts, history and ethnology (see Alfred, 1988; 
Liu, 1988; Sharma, 1988; Yang, 1988, 1990). Because of the leading role played by the 
Raffles Museum in the research of Southeast Asian zoology, the collection, thus, contains 
many invaluable reference material.

The bird collection, dating back to 1840, has gradually grown through acquisition of 
specimens from many collecting trips such as those conducted by Herbert Christopher 
Robinson, Cecil Boden Kloss, and Frederick Nutter Chasen. They led many expeditions 
from 1903 to 1940 in Southeast Asia, when they were serving as directors of the museums 
of the Straits Settlements and the Federated Malay States (i.e. Raffles Museum, Selangor 
Museum and Perak Museum). Of particular significance are their expeditions to Laos; South 
Annam and Cochin China (Vietnam and Cambodia); the Meklong and Nakhon Si Thammarat 
(Thailand); Korinchi Peak, Mount Leuser and the Mentawi Islands (Indonesia); Mount 
Kinabalu and Gunung Tahan (Malaysia); and Christmas Island and Cocos-Keeling Islands 
(Australia). 

Other valuable contributions include specimens from Sarawak by C. Hose, J. C. Moulton, 
Loke Wan Tho and Tom Harrisson; from Sumatra and Java by E. Jacobson, M. Boogaarts 
and H. J. V. Sody; from Thailand by C. J. Aargaard, J. C. Chambai, K. G. Gairdner and N. 
K. A. Kasorn; from Vietnam by J. Delacour; from the Philippines by M. Hachisuka. There 
is also a flycatcher collected from Malacca by Alfred R. Wallace. R. Hanitsch, W. L. Abbott, 
H. N. Ridley, E. Mjoberg, E. Seimund, N. Smedley, A. Hoogerwerf, P. M. deFontaine and 
V. W. Ryves are also among the many people who have contributed bird specimens to the 
collection. 

Some collections were acquired through collaborative research, donations from the public 
and purchases. The Raffles Museum also exchanged specimens with other institutions. These 
include the Sarawak Museum (Malaysia), the Museum Zoologicum Bogoriense (Indonesia), 
the Natural History Museum (United Kingdom), the American Museum of Natural History 
and the United States National Museum (United States), the Nationaal Natuurhistorisch 
Museum in Leiden (The Netherlands), and the Bombay Natural History Society (India). 
The largest and most important exchange was arranged in 1926 by H. C. Robinson, then 
director of the Federated Malay States Museums. He sent the bird and mammal collections 
of the Selangor Museum in exchange for the Raffles Museum’s insect collection (Kloss, 
1928; Gibson-Hill, 1949b). After 1970, some more specimens were donated to the collection 
by members of the public. Many of these being casualties of migrating birds. 

Some reference specimens, although cited as having been deposited in the Raffles 
Museum, cannot, at present, be traced in Singapore. In the past, the expatriate directors 
used to send holotypes and part of the collection to the Natural History Museum (then British 
Museum of Natural History) and other museums in Europe and in the United States. This 
was because they felt that specimens would be safer there than in a tropical climate, and the 
specimens would be more accessible to western scientists there than in Singapore. Gibson- 
Hill (1949a, 1949b) reported that some specimens, including some types, were lost during 
the war (1942-1945). It is also possible that some material could have been lost with Chasen 
when his ship sank while leaving Singapore for London in 1942. It appears that some of the 
display specimens went missing when the natural history section of the Singapore National 
Museum was transferred to the Singapore Science Centre (Tan, 1988), before it was donated 
to the University in 1972. 

There are presently some 30,000 bird study skins, some nests and eggs in the ZRC. These 
form the basis for Chasen’s (1935) A handlist of Malaysian birds and the many publications 
of H. C. Robinson, C. B. Kloss, F. N. Chasen, C. A. Gibson-Hill (see Banks, 1950; Kloss, 
1930; Kow-Tan & Tan, 1987; Tweedie, 1947), Medway & Wells (1976), Hails & Jarvis 
(1987), van Marie & Voous (1988), MacKinnon & Philipps (1995), and others. 
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The present publication is the first of a five-part catalogue of bird specimens housed in 
the ZRC. It lists a total of 3825 specimens belonging to 342 species and 32 families in the 
orders Struthioniformes, Sphenisciformes, Podicipediformes, Procellariiformes, 
Pelecaniformes, Ciconiiformes, Anseriformes, Falconiformes, Galliformes, Gruiformes and 
Charadrii formes. 

All available data from specimen labels were entered into the MUSE database system 
for data retrieval. Most data, where possible, were verified with literature, including annual 
reports of the Raffles Museum and the Federated Malay States Museums, museum registers, 
collectors’ field books and other available documents. Locality names were verified with 
various gazetteers, locality lists, and collecting itineraries published in ornithological literature. 
Official names approved in gazetteers published by the United States Board on Geographic 
Names for Indonesia (Anon, 1968; Garren et al., 1982); Malaysia, Singapore and Brunei 
(Anon, 1971), and Thailand (Anon, 1987) are referred to. Some places are, however, unable 
to be verified and hence spelt as they appear in the original labels.We also retain some old 
locality names which are frequently cited in publications, although they are presently known 
under other names in recent gazetteers (e.g. Bandon = Surat Thani, Raheng = Tak). A 
gazetteer of locality names will be compiled in the final part of this catalogue series. 

As many place names are not found on most of the recently available geographical maps, 
readers may refer to the literature cited in the references for certain localities, maps and 
collecting itineraries, . For Thailand, they may refer to Deignan (1945), Robinson & Kloss 
(1921); for Vietnam, Laos and Cambodia, to Delacour & Jabouille (1931), Robinson & Kloss 
(1919); for Malaysia, to Medway & Wells (1976), Smith (1931), Wyatt-Smith (1954); for 
Indonesia, to van Marie & Voous (1988), Gibson-Hill (1956), Oberholser (1917, 1919, 1932), 
Stresemann (1939), White & Bruce (1986); for The Philippines, to Dickinson et al. (1991), 
Hachisuka (1931); for New Guinea, to Mayr (1941); for Chistmas Island and Cocos-Keeling 
Islands, to Gibson-Hill (1947, 1950), and Anon (undated). For Southeast Asia in general, 
references may be made to Coolidge et al. (1940), Riley (1938), and Weitzel et al. (1988). 

The systematic arrangement of orders and families follows J. L. Peters’ 16-volume Check¬ 
list of Birds of the World (Mayr & Cottrell, 1979, 1986; Mayr & Greenway, 1960, 1962; 
Mayr & Paynter, 1964; Paynter, 1968, 1970, 1987; Peters, 1931-1951; Traylor, 1979) and 
Morony et al. (1975). Genera, species and subspecies are presented in alphabetical order. 
Scientific names have been updated according to recent taxonomic work, such as those used 
in checklists by Dickinson etal. (1991), van Marie & Voous (1988), White & Bruce (1986), 
and field guides by Lekagul & Round (1991), and MacKinnon & Philipps (1995).

Under each species or subspecies, the specimens are listed according to the alphabetical 
sequence of country codes. Unless otherwise stated, all specimens listed are reference skins. 
A catalogue number is given for each specimen, ‘subsp.’ after a binomial name indicates 
that a subspecies is recognised, but not identified. ‘?’ denotes that the identification of the 
species or subspecies is provisional, or that the data are questionable. ‘—’ indicates that 
data are not available. Specimen data are arranged in table form under the following seven 
headings.
